Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 


During  the  year  1^62  a  snail  increase  cf  330  in  the  estimated 
population  of  No,  7.  nsalth  /a-ea  occarred^  It  is  yet  too  early  to  detect  any 
tendency  for  an  increase  :n  the  population  in  those  districts  close  to  the 
western  end  of  the  new  Tanar  Bridge,,  but  it  appears  likely  that  any  such 
growth  will  not  be  rapid  unless  and  until  further  reductions  in  bridge  toll 
payments  can  be  achieved. 


The  excess  of  deaths  over  births  v/hich  had  persisted  since  1957  was  in 
1962  converted  into  a  snail  excess  of  births  over  deaths.  As  a  result  the 
birth  rate  for  the  Health  Area  more  closely  approached  the  national  birth  rate, 
though  sti31  below  itc  There  v/as  a  moderate  reduction  in  the  number  of  still 
births,  and  a  moderate  increase  in  the  number  of  infant  deaths.  Looking  more 
closely  at  the  latter  figure  -vdiich  totalled  13  it  is  fomd  that  8  of  these 
infants  died  in  ■^■he  critical  peronatol  period  within  one  week  of  birth  and  a 
further  2  did  not  sura:  Ive  beyond  four  weeks  from  birth,

Recent  increases  in  the  number  of  illegitimate  births  have  been  cited 
as  evidence  of  a  Icwer.lr.g  cf  mor-^l  stardarf  s,  and  a  decline  in  the  sense  of 
respxensibility  which  she  Id  be  shorn  tcarords  the  begetting  of  a  child.  TThatever, 
my  personal  a:ad  priarie  a'iews  are  on  the  moral  issue,  I  and  other  workers  in 
the  field  of  prfolic  health  and  social,  medicine  are  bound  to  .foci  concern 
about  the  welfare  and  nurture  of  ojiy  chiJ.d  stortfng  li.fe  without  the  support 
and  stability  normally  a\-<d.labJ.e  to  a  ch'Lld  born  in  wedlock.  It  is  I  think 
true  that  arrangements  for  the  festering  and  adoption  of  these  children  are 
now  better  than  as  the  case  in  the  ppast,  Ibvcrtheless  the  illegitimate  child 
howver  kind  the  footcr.ir.g  or  adc:t;:ng  parents  arOj  usually  hais  greater 
emotional  problems  than  tlie  rcrmal  clU.d^,  with  a  greater  risk  of  psychological 
difficulties,  and  malady.is  tmentc  In  an  endeavour  to  assess  the  size  of  the 
problem  in  South  last  f  cr';-wa.dj  T  ha^’e  been  .looking  at  the  numbers  of 
illegitimate  births  reals. tei’cd  :n  the  thirteen  yeans  from  1950  to  19^2 
inclusive  c  In  the  laa  t  fjl  those  p^cars  ..  ,  these  births  numbered  i+O  which 

represents  5.:>6  p-.r  cent  of  --fo  tct.r.d  ilve  births  registered  in  that  year. 

This  is  a  vert''  slight  inc”’eu3e  an  the  fig.u-e  o.f  5  ,5  per  cent  in  I96I  and 
very  little  aboa'e  the  prep-ertion  as  long  a,, go  as  1550  v.iaen  it  wsls  5 *4  per  cent. 
Prom  a  study  of  these  f  j.gures  it  v;'culd  appear  that  ocer  the  past  decade  there 
has  been  little  cr  iio  incre,ase  i:i  rUlegitinaoy  in  this  part  of  Cornwall, 


As  far  as  the  prkicipal  causes  of  death  are  concerned  tha  pattern  in 
1962  resembles  that  soon  iii  prc. ious  years.  Heart  disease  retains  its  place 
at  the  head  of  the  list  being  responsible  for  more  than  t'.'m.ce  the  number  of 
deaths  due  to  either  cancers  or  strokes  which  fo^JLavit  in  that  order.  Of  the 
defined  forms  cf  cancer,  tha.t^  affecting  the  stona.ch  was  slightly  more 
prevalent  than  log  cmcer  and  breast  cancer.  The  average  age  at  which  death 
occurrEd  remained  close  to  the  latest  figures  fbr  life  expectancy  being  69 
years  for  men  ar:d  73  years  for  women,  Cf  those  who  died  during  the  year 
had  reached  or  ejneeded  the:  age  uf  75  ycau’s  at  the  tine  of  death. 

The  incidence  cf  notifiable  disease  (excluding  tuberculosis)  was  only 
moderate,  Cf  the  i;.59  cases  notified  352  were  of  mcasD.es  which  was  most 
prevalent  in  the  St,  Germans  liural  District,  Of  the  more  serious  infectious 
diseases  there  v.’'Gre  two  Oc.sCj  ofcuiingr.tu.s  and  two  of  acute  encephalitis.  The 
latter  disease  v.loch  is  an  jrflammaiwon  of  the  brain  usually  appears  as  a 
sequel  or  conp^J.cation  of  a  less  serious  infectious  disease  such  as  measles, 
wiiooping  cough,  or  jumju.cnza..  In  fact  one  case  of  encephalitis  followed 
measles  in  a^  twela^e  year  old  bey,  and  one  complicated  a  smallpox  vaccination 
in  a  44  year  old  axbO.t,

Por  the  first  tine  for  very  nary  years  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis 
were  notified,  and  there  seems  little  doubt  that  the  major  credit  for  this 
must  be  given  to  the  campaign  for  immunisation  against  this  disease  which 
has  been  carried  out  in  recent  years,  I  can  ohly  hopethat  the  great 
reduction  in  the  prevalence  of  poliomyelitis  will  not  induce  in  parents 
any  sense  of  complacency  v/hich  might  lead  to  a  reduction  in  the  number  of 
infants  being  immunised  against  this  disease, 

I  regret  that  I  cannot  give  the  same  encouraging  report  about 
tuberculosis  as  unfortunately  in  1962  the  number  of  new  cases  notified  in 
the  Health  Area  shov^ed  a  moderate  increase  over  the  I961  figure.  During 
the  year  26  new  cases  of  respiratory  tubercnilosis  and  2  new  cases  of 
non-re spir at ory  tuberculosis  vrere  notified  as  compared  with  I6  and  5 
respectively  in  the  previous  year.  Males  were  more  involved  in  the 
increased  incidence  and  amongst  then  two  thirds  of  the  newly  discovered 
infections  were  in  nei^  aged  1+3  years  and  over  at  the  tine  of  notification. 
The  age  group  hardest  hit  was  from  45  to  64  years  in  which  there  were  nine 
cases.  This  higher  incidence  of  tuberculosis  in  nailes  over  the  age  of  45 
years  gives  support  to  the  belief  that  the  main  reservoir  of  tuberculous 
infection  is  probably  located  in  this  section  of  the  population  and  it  is 
therefore  unfortunate  that  individuals  in  this  age  group,  and  especially 
the  men,  tend  to  resist  or  ignore  altogether  efforts  to  arrange  for  them 
chest  x-ray  examinations.  Such  reluctance  or  outright  refusal  to  avail 
themselves  of  this  diagnostic  facility  renders  difficult  the  discovery  not 
only  of  tuberculosis  but  of  the  earlier  stages  of  lung  cancer,  and  of 
certain  heart  conditions  which  are  not  uncommon  in  tliis  age  group. 

The  welfare  and  care  of  the  elderly  continue  to  pose  problems  in 
spite  of  the  greater  provision  by  District  Councils  by  way  of  dwellings 
specially  designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  old  people,  and  by  more  places  in 
residential  homes  which  the  Coimty  Coxoncil  provides.  The  chief  anxiety 
felt  by  those  trying  to  care  for  old  people  in  their  own  hones  arises  from 
the  difficulty  and  delay  in  obtaining  a  hospital  bed  when  chronic  illness 
and  the  dsgenerative  processes  affecting  the  mind  and  body  of  the  old 
person  make  it  impossible  for  then  to  continue  at  home.  It  is  not  very 
encouraging  to  contemplate  the  prospect  of  trying  to  improve  natters  in  this 
field  of  medical  care.  Shortage  of  acccmmodation  in  hospitals  and  the 
fact  that  most  of  the  available  accannodation  is  in  old  buildings  i/rfiich 
lack  modem  aids  and  amenities  makes  the  lot  of  staff  who  have  to  care  for 
the  old  pec^le  a  difficult  one.  The  task  of  giving  medical,  and  nursing 
care  to  old  people  is  not  particularly  interesting,  and  often  involves 
much  repetition  of  unpleasant  duties.  Under  the  best  of  working  conditions 
it  could  be  difficult  to  get  stuff  to  xindertake  this  work,  and  any  proposal 
to  increase  acccmmodation,  might  well  be  slowed  down  or  halted  by  staffing 
difficulties,  such  as  have  been  experienced  in  keeping  maternity  homes  in 
operation,  I  feel  that  as  much  of  the  care  of  old  bedfast  persons  does  not 
call  for  a  great  deal  of  medical  or  nursing  skill  some  of  it  might  be 
undertaken  in  local  authority  homes  specially  equipped,  and  staffed,  but 
outside  the  hospital  service.  This  would  free  badly  needed  hospital  beds 
and  skilled  nursing  staff  to  deal  with  cases  requiring  special  care  for 
their  condition. 

In  the  bioadcr  field  of  public  health  where  efforts  to  improve 
general  environ jpental  conditions  have  continued,  steady  if  not  spoctaciilar 
progress  has  been  made.  There  has  been  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  unfit 
dwellings  occupied  by  families  and  old  people,  and  some  blocks  of  slum  type 
houses  in  urban  areas  have  or  are  being  dealt  with.  Miner  improvements 
in  water  supply  arrangements  have  also  been  made,  but  further  developments 
in  this  field  will  almost  certainly  call  for  large  scale  engineering  works 
to  provide  an  increase  in  storage  capacity  together  with  larger  and 
perhaps  additional  distribution  mains  to  meet  the  constantly  growing 
demand  for  water. 

In  the  natter  of  sewage  disposal  the  two  rural  districts,  and  in 
particiolar  the  Liskeard  Rural  District  are  ahead  of  their  iirban  neighbours 
in  providing  modem  systems  of  sewage  disposal.  It  is  true  that  the 
Borough  of  Liskeard  han  been  pursuing  energetically  the  large  scheme 
proposed  by  the  consulting  engineers,  but  progress  towards  a  start  on  the 
actual  work  of  laying  sewers,  and,  constructing  the  disposal  works  has  been 
bedevilled  by  a  series  of  irritating  delays, 
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The  deplorable  state  of  affairs  which  leads  to  pollution  of  the  sea-front 
at  Looe  by  crude  sewage  continues  to  elicit  conplaints  fron  visitors  to 
that  popular  seaside  resort.  The  solution  of  this  problen  which  poses 
considerable  engineering  problens,  and  v/ill  be  financially  burdensome 
cannot  be  shelved  indefinitely,  and  it  shoiiLd  not  be  forgotten  that  the 
more  the  day  of  reckoning  is  put  off  the  bigger  vd.ll  be  the  bill  to  be 
net. 


In  concluding  this  general  prefa.ce  to  my  1^62  reports  I  shovild 
like  put  on  record  my  gratitude  to  the  Members  and  Officers  of  the  six 
County  District  Councils  I  serve  for  the  co-operation  and  understanding 
I  have  received  fron  then  during  the  year.

Infectious  Disease.  Tlic  incidence  of  those  diseases  was  extraordinarily  low 
in  the  Urban  District  during  I962  when  4  cases  only  were  notified.  Of  this  low 
total  3  were  cases  of  mca^ales,  and  1  was  whooping  cough,  neither  of  which  are 
now  regarded  as  being  serious  t2,T3es  of  infectious  disease.  In  view  of  the  very 
low  incidence  of  these  diseases  I  do  not  propose  to  sot  out  case  rates  for 
them. 

Tuberculosis  The  incidence  of  this  more  serious  notifiable  disease  v/as 
relatively  lig)it  during  I962  when  two  cases  only  wore  notified.  -This  is  the 
lowest  figure  since  1957.  Of  the  two  cases  notified,  one  was  a  respiratory 
infection,  and  one  a  non-re sp ir at ory  infection.

the  end  of  19^2  there  v/ere  3^  knov/n  oases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis 
and  7  known  cases  of  non-rospiratory  tuberculosis  residing  in  the  Urban 
District. 

National  i  ssistance  iict,  194ff.  No  action  under  Section  47  of  this  i^ct  was 
called  for  during  the  year. 

National  Assistance  (/jnend-mont)  Act,  1931.  Following  urgent  representations 
from  the  family  doctor  it  Wc.s  found  necessary  to  take  action  in  the  case  of 
a  68  year  old  woman.  She  was  living  with  her  son,  and  his  wife,  but  due  to 
increasing  infirmity  aggravated  by  gross  obesity,  they  were  unable  to  care 
adequrtely  for  her  any  longer.  As  she  refused  to  go  to  hospital  and  the 
provision  of  proper  cane  for  her  was  a  matter  of  urgency  she  was  seen  by 
a  single  Justice,  who  after  going  into  the  circumstances  thoroughly,  made 
the  necessary  order  for  her  removal  to  hospital. 

Water  Supply  Apart  from  an  occasional  complaint  of  discoloura,tion  of 
Vfa^er ,  and  the  presence  of  some  sdEdimont  the  v/ater  supply  v/as  generally 
satisfactory.  The  discolouration  and  sidiment  in  the  supply  are  not  due  to 
inadequate  treatment,  but  almost  certainly  result  from  disturbance  of  the 
supply  in  older  supply  mains  in  the  tovm.  Hie  provision  of  better  washout 
facilities,  and  ultimately  the  renewal  of  older  mains  ivill  overcome  this 
problem,  and  the  East  Corni7all  Yfeter  Board  is  av/oi'e  of  the  present  difioiencies 
in  the  distribution  system  in  the  tov/n. 

Sev/erage  and  Sewage  Disposal.  The  discharge  of  crude  untreated  sewage  into 
the  tidal  vtraters  of  the  Hamoaze  continued  during  the  year. 

Food.  Because  of  staffing  difficulties  it  was  not  possible  to  give  as  much 
attention  to  food  shops,  catering  estciblishmcnts,  and  food  handlers  as  one 
would  have  wished.  However,  such  inspections  as  were  made  shov/ed  a  reasonably 
good  standard  of  food  hygiene. 

No  cases  of  food  poisoning  v/ere  notified  during  the  year. 

Factories  .n-ct.  I96I  No  difficulties  in  the  administration  of  this  ^xt 
v/ere  experienced  during  1962. 

Report  of  Public  Health  Inspector . 

Hiis  report  by  Itr,  Vfilson  Hogarth  follov/s.  Because  of  the  staffing 
difficulties  referred  to  {already,  '^Ir.  Hogarth  has  been  hard  pressed  to 
cope  with  all  the  duties ^he  is  expected  to  carry  out  in  his  capacity  as 
Public  Health  Inspector  and  Surveyor.  As  u  result  of  this  pressure  the 
pi'eparation  of  his  report  and  the  accompanying  statistics  has  been 
considerably,  and  unavoidably  delayed.  I  should  like  to  place  on  record 
my  thanks  to  J/Ir.  Hogarht  for  the  help  ho  has  given  me  during  the  year  in  face 
of  the  difficulties  under  which  he  has  had  to  work.

T7ater  Supply. 


Hie  public  Water  supplies  which  are  under  the  direct  management  of  the 
East  Cornv/all  f^'ater  Board  continue  to  be  satisfactory,  although  from  time  to 
time  complaints  arc  received. about  unusual  tastes  or  smells  or  even  sediment 
in  the  water,  but  these  are  usually  due  to  small  local  disturbances  in  the 
distribution  mains  in  the  town,  but  sometimes  complaints  arise  from  the  stc-te 
of  the  water  in  the  impounding  reservoir,  but  even  then  they  were  not  of 
such  a  nature  as  to  give  rise  to  any  concern  from  a  public  hea?.th  point  of 
view. 


Eight  samples  of  the  treated  water  supplies  in  the  town  were  taken 
during  the  year  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Plymouth, 
and  in  all  cases  the  reports  showed  that  the  quality  of  the  samples  v.'as  such 
that  they  could  be  considered  entirely  suitable  for  domestic  use. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

us\ial  there  was  no  trouble  with  this  service,  apart  from  the 
occasional  surcharging  of  the  public  sewer  and  surface  water  drains  at  the 
junction  between  Antony  Bond  and  Pore  Street,  The  usual  maintenance  works 
were  carried  out  and  a  certain  amount  of  sewer  cleaning  was  done.  Storm 
overflows  were  inspected  and  cleared  '.vhere  necessary  and  repairs  to  sewer 
outfalls  were  carried  out. 


The  sev7erage  system  in  Torpoint  continues  to  grov;  and  extend  in  various 
directions  because  of  the  activities  of  the  Council's  Housing  Committee  and 
of  the  endeavours  of  private  developers,  and  if  this  trend  continues  as  is 
expected,  the  enlargement  of  one  or  more  of  the  sev/er  outfalls  and  the 
possibility  of  other  sewage  works  wall  have  to  be  taken  into  consideration 
by  the  Works  Committee. 


Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 


During  this  year  it  became  very  appai*ent  that  the  refuse  collection 
system  in  the  Urban  District  was  becoming  overloaded  owing  the  the  housing 
development  mentioned  in  the  previous  paragraph.  The  facts  of  the  case 
wore  reported  to  the  Housing  and  Aoi’ks  Committee  but  this  problem  is  a  very 
difficult  one  to  solve  and  a  number  of  possibilities  were  examined,  such  as 
a  change  in  the  system  of  collection  so  as  to  reduce  the  time  taken  to  lead 
a  vehicle  or  the  use  of  the  paper  sack  system,  or  again  the  alternative  of 
duplicating  the  collection  teajn  by  pui’chasing  another  vehicle  and  recruiting 
more  men,  was  examined,  the  difficuD.ty  being  that  of  recruiting  men  to  do 
;  such  work.  It  is,  nevertheless,  tipparent  that  action  will  have  to  be  taken 
;  in  the  very  near  future, 

I  'lipping  at  Borough  Quarry  has  been  stopped  for  the  time  being,  and  rotted 

'  down  material  is  being  excavated  from  here  to  provide  some  of  the  covering 
I  needed  at  the  new  tip  at  Effords  Bridge,  but  the  cost  of  this  operation  and 
the  comparatively  long  haul  to  Effords  Bridge  has  had  the  effect  of  greatly 
increasing  the  cost  of  the  refuse  collection  and  disposal  service  during  the 

!  year.

i  Housing; . 

I  Hie  demolition  of  all  the  ^j'con  bungalows  on  the  I.lt.  Edgeumbe  Estate, 

1  except  five  which  remained  at  the  end  of  the  year,  has  had  the  effect  of 
temporarily  reducing  the  number  of  inhabited  houses  in  the  Urban  District, 
but  expansion  has  been  such  that  the  reduction  amounts  only  to  four  dvTellings, 
and  as  the  fifty  jjrcon  bungalows  aro  being  replaced  v/ith  sixty  one  traditional 
houses  and  sixteen  garages  the  rise  in  the  number  of  inhabited  houses  should 
show  on  increase  next  year.  Hiis,  of  course,  vd.ll  be  greatly  enhanced  by 
the  private  enterprise  development  now  tfJcing  place  on  Mill  Ikirm  Estate  and 
on  Carbeile  Estate,  In  both  of  these  cases  houses  have  already  been  completed 
and  occupied. 

Slum  Clearance . 


Hic  Council  has  no  slum  clearanco  programme  as  yet,  but  has,  during  the

Rowe  Street  area.  Certain  further  investigations  have  been  done,  but  as 
only  about  twelve  dwellings  are  involved  and  because  this  proposal  has  been 
considered  a  number  of  tinios  in  the  past,  very  little  inspection  work  is 
involved.  No  large  scheme  of  tiny  kind  is  either  envisaged,  nor  indeed  is  it 
necessary.

It  is  considered  by 
me  that  the  standard  of  hygiene  and  general  cleanliness  of  these  factories  is 
lower  than  it  should  be ,  but  appcirently  this  is  the  maximum  that  can  be 
imposed  by  law,  and  with  this  we  will  have  to  be  content  for  the  moment.

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Food  Sampling. 

Only  thirteen  samples  of  milk  were  taken  during  the  year  and  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  reports  upon  all  of  those  Vi/ere  satisfactory, and 
because  of  this  state  of  affairs  it  v/as  not  necessary  to  take  follo?/-up 
samxjles  etc.  The  same  reraark  applies  to  the  twelve  samples  of  ice-cream 
v/hich  were  taken.  Here  ag,ain  the  reports  were  entirely  satisfactory  and 
this  would  appear  to  reflect  an  improvement  either  in  the  keeping  quality 
of  the  ice-cream  or  in  the  methods  employed  in  its  manufacture  and  handling. 
Prom  time  to  time  samples  of  other  foods  'wore  token  during  the  year  and 
submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory.  These  consisted  of  Cornish 
cream,  sausages,  cockles  and  cooked  meat,  and  the  reports  showed  that  no 
pathogenic  organisms  were  present.
